SLAYING HIS HROTHER

The Mystery of & Molne Tragedy Solved by
u Portlnnd Oty Marshal,

PonTLAND, Me, Nov. 20.—For sompe weeks
City Marshnl Bridgea hns been working up
olaws pertalning 10 the murder of Jos, A. Low,
wha was killed o hls bnrn at Comberland, Me,,
on the plght of Sept. 27 Ilast. Ywesterday after-
noon tho Marshal arrestsd James N, Low, n
brother of the murderad man, and also arcested
Jamea'n wife. Tho ecouple were placed in cells
and Marshal Bridges secreted himselt in acell
ndicinlng the one they oocupled, In the night
the Marshal heard Low chares his wifo not to
glve him nway, that only she know ho did the
dewd, and I sha kept guist sll would be well,
Thie morning Dridecs went to Low, told him
whnt he had heard, and that bis wile bad con-
fesacd that he was not nt home on the nlght of
the murder, Low weakened, and aftor talking
with his wife sald ho was about to make a con-
feasion, which he did,

Hesnid he hated his brother heoause ha ~on-
oaiyad that he had turned him out of n home
and he was determinsd to kill bim. He had
gm:ln up his mind to start the next night, hut

In wifs provented him going out, thinking ho
was going to braak into a house at Kaoearappn,
whersshe had buean nt work., The next night
he started at 8o'clock, nnd walked outto his
braother's house, a distance of ten miles, He
opennd the baok door, but anvs he did not go
Into the house, ne he thought his brother wos
not at homs. Ho he found an nxe nnd Inid in
wialt, When the brother nud sistor roturned he
hid in the buahes near the back door, and after
Jousaph had taken the lantern and gone to the
barn James hid belilnd the barn door, and
inat as Joasph started to come out dealt
Liim & dendly blow on the temple, Tla fell with-
out uttnring & word, His lnntern did not break,
and Jumes, to make sure of his work, struck
anuther blow, aearvly cuttine off hils brother's
hand, The blood did not nl.ml toward hlm, nnd
hho Ald not ket & drapon his elothes.
